Skipper  Turnabout  Rests  On  Pitching,  Experience 


Once  the  pitching  staff  picks 
up  some  experience.  Cohasset 
is  looking  to  turn  around  its 
baseball  season  which  has 
seen  the  Skippers  drop  all  four 
contests  to  date. 

Latest  loss  came  Monday 
this  week  at  the  hands  of 
Norwell  on  the  heels  of  defeats 
by  Middleboro.  Duxburv  and 
Easi'midgewater.: 

“Pitching.”  emphasizes 
Coach  Ev  Door,  “is  90  per 
cent  of  school  baseball.  Our 
pitchers  like  most  of  our 
players,  lack  experience.  As 


we  pick  up  experience,  there's 
only  one  way  to  go  — up." 

Indicative  of  the  genial 
inexperience.  Dorr,  who  is  in 
his  30th  season  at  Cohasset  (it 
hardly  seems  possible  he 
wasn't  placekicking  the  foot- 
ball and  pitching  for  Boston 
University  a lot  less  years  ago 
than  that)  is  three  years  total 
varsity  experience  among  his 
starters. 

Two  of  those  years  belong  to 
Senior  Captain  Tom  Higgins. 
Dorr's  No.  1 pitcher  who 
doubles  at  shortstop.

The  other  single  previous 
year  with  the  varsity  is  th 
property  of  junior  third  base- 
man  Matt  Brown. 

After  that,  the  diamond 
exposure  has  been  strictly 
Jayvee  or  less  until  now. 

But  it's  typical  of  the  irre- 
pressible Dorr  that  he  isn't 
discouraged. 

Behind  Higgins,  Dorr  calls 
on  junior  Fred  Espinosa,  who 
plays  second  when  not  on  the 
mound.  Behind  Espinosa, 
Dorr  calls  on  junior  Bruce 
Maynard  and  sophomore  Wil- 
liam Kurtz  but  primarily  in 
relief  roles.  All  four  are 
righthanders. 

Dorr  does  have  a lefty  on 
the  squad  — first  baseman 
John  Ayer,  who  is  a sharp- 
fielding  junior  but  out  for  two 
more  weeks  with  a broken 
nose  he  suffered  during  bat- 
ting practice. 

In  the  interim,  senior  Pat 
Plante  has  been  filling  in.  and 
he.  too.  is  a promoted  Jayvee. 

Kurtz  plays  second  when 
not  pitching  and  short  when 
Higgins  is  pitching. 

Brown  has  been  getting 
contention  for  the  third  base 
job  from  promising  sophomore 
Mike  Jones. 

In  the  outfield  which  Orr 
describes  as  “pretting  good 
defensively."  Paul  Plante. 
Pat's  brother  and  a junior, 
mans  left  with  co-junior  Bruce 
Maynard  patrolling  center- 
field  and  right  field  split 
between  senior  Tom  Pipen- 
brink  and  sophomore  Bob 
Russell,  another  comer. 

Dorr  is  in  the  happy  position 
of  having  two  talented  catch- 
ers. One  is  junior  Jim 
Sullivan,  who  like  Aver,  has
